set forth the true name and 
address of the applicant, and 
such other ‘information as the 
said Business License inspector 
shall require, inclusive of de- 
tailed information as to the em- 
pioyer of the applicant, or the 
name of the concern he or she 

to_represent, the niture 
of his business in the city as such 
a solicitor, canvasser or peddier, 
and such other like and pertinent 
information as may be required 
by the Business License inspec- 
tor. For this purpose the Busi- 
ness License tnspector may 
prepare and have on hand print- 
ed forms for use by such appli- 
cants, and in each case the 
applicant shall verify the infor- 
mation given by his oath. All 
such applications shall be filed 
ang permanently retained by the

Ken Parks of Rainbow, Calif., is one of them.

Koch has been working for five years to form 
a group of people who could become capable of 
piloting spacecraft. He says this of his organization: 

“Traditionally, the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration has employed test pilots, 
engineers and scientists as astronauts to perform 
the test and exploratory missions that marked. our 
early steps into space. 

NASA will have an expanding need for test 
pilots, engineers and scientists to design and check 
out new raft and space facilities, and to 
continue exploration of our solar system: 

“‘However,.as we move into routine, commercial 
space operations, there willbe an additional need 
for personnel with a different background and 

ee man the space freighters and spaceliners 
that ply the trade-routes of our solar system.” 

Koch, 34, and Park want to be réady for the 
spacefreighters and spaceliners.

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Earth’s crevices hold untapped mineral wealth

Tucked deep within the Farth’s crevices is the 
genesis of a strange new world — and conceivably 
an incredibly rich one. 

Here, in regions never touched by the light of 
day, chimneys of hot water charged with hydrogen 
sulfide gas percolate, giving warmth to an otherwise 
bleak, freezing environment. 

Here, two to three miles under the ocean’s 
surface, bacteria turn this gas into elemental sulfur 
— the exotic diet of huge foot-long clams, extra 
large mussels, white crabs and incredible red 

— that - sprout nylonlike tubes maybe a yard 
dong 


ae it’s here, in: this bizarre world, that underwa-\ 


ter prospectors are: literally finding forests of 
valuable minerals stacked in huge cones on the 
‘ocean floor. 


Researchers say it is too early to estimate the ) 


exact value of these new finds, seen only within the 
past four years. - 
- But some, ‘including Dr. Alex Malahoff — chief . 
scientist of the National Ocean Survey of Washing- 
ton, D.C. — believe these discoveries called hydroth- 
ermal vents could mark a ‘‘dramatie turnaround” i in 
the-assessment of global mineral. 
* Adds Dr. Fred N. 
of Marine Resources at the University of California 
at San Diego: ‘‘They’re finding mineral. deposits, 
that if you just took a cubic foot of them and said 
they were on land, they’d already be mined.” 
Through the use of undersea cameras and 
' submersible vessels, a handful of these subterra- 


nean hot spots have been found. scattered throughout 


¢ the Pacific Ocean. 

The vents. exist along: 
surface that seemingly 

~ planet like so many seams on a baseball. As huge 
crustal plates move. along these fissures, tremen- 
dous quantities of energy are created, producing 
some of the Earth’s most violent activities — 
voicanoes and earthquakes. 

Scientists speculate that along these geologically 
active regions, temperatures may range anywhere 
from 72 to 140 degrees Fahrenheit and could be as 
great as 660 degrees F. 

Dr. John Edmond of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology has estimated that seawater is 
flushed through vent systems around the world at.a- 
rate of 1.5 million gallons per second, fast enough to 
recycle the seas every eight million years. 

As the mineral-laden hot water bubbles up 
through the vents and hits its much cooler surround- 
ings, it is crystallized into stalagmitelike piles. 

In October, the robot arms of the. research 
submarine Alvin scooped up, from a spot 8,250 feet 
below the ocean’s surface, what some believe to be 
the richest known ore left anywhere in the worid. 

Malahoff, of the National Ocean Survey, said the 

; stalagmitelike deposits — located on ah undersea 
ridge 240 miles east of the Galapagos Islands and 
260 miles west of Ecuador — were tens of feet high, 
650 feet wide and 3 200 feet long.
